Flu tests at SHL: The State Hygienic Laboratory reported 3 influenza positive specimen(s) from specimens
submitted.

Antigen Tests: There were 68 of 435 (15.6%) influenza antigen tests reported as positive on the lowa respiratory
virus survey.

Molecular Tests: There were 168 of 1,746 (9.6%) influenza molecular tests reported as positive on the lowa
respiratory virus survey.

Flu Hospitalizations: 9 influenza-related hospitalizations were reported from sentinel sites.

Outpatient Influenza-like-illness (ILI): The proportion of outpatient visits due to ILI was 1.89%, which is above the
regional baseline of 1.7%.
Flu Deaths: 5 influenza-associated deaths were reported this week.

Schools Reporting 10% lllness: 3 schools reported 10% of students absent due to illness at least once this week.

Outbreaks: 1 long-term care influenza outbreak was reported this week.
